A HITHERTO ENTIRELY UNKNOWN PRODUCTION OF THE ENGLISH 
PRESS DURING THE FIFTEENTH CENTURY. * As such alone it would 
have been of great interest and importance, but its chief typo- 
graphical interest is due to the fact that it is printed, with the 
exception of the four first words, entirely in Caxton’s type 7, the 
rarest of all fifteenth century English types, only previously known 
to have been used in two issues of an Indulgence printed by Caxton 
in 1489 and for some of the side-notes in Wynkyn de Worde’s 
edition of Bonaventura’s “Speculum Vitae Christi.” Mr. Gordon 
Duff, in his “Early English Printing,” remarks that “in 1494 De 
Worde returned to Caxton’s types and printed two large books, 
the first in which he put his name, Hylton’s ‘Scala Perfectionis’ 
and Bonaventura’s ‘Speculum Vitae Christi,’ both printed in Caxton’s 
type 8, now used for the first time to print a complete book. The 
former book, of which a good many copies are known, calls for no 
special comment, but the latter is of peculiar interest, being the 
only one in which Caxton’s type 7 was used; of this book only one 
copy is known, now in a private library” (p. 7, see also pp. 4 
and 38). It has not hitherto been known that this type was used 
after 1494. Of the Caxton Indulgences of 1489 only five copies 
and a few fragments are known. All the five copies of this In- 
dulgence are in public libraries; two copies only of the “Speculum 
D 
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Vitae Christi” of 1494 are known, according to Mr. Gordon Duff 
(“Westminster and London Printers,” p. 26), one in Lord Leicester’s 
library at Holkham, and an imperfect one in the John Rylands’ 
library. It appears therefore, that up to the discovery of the present 
Indulgence only one specimen of Caxton’s type 7 existed in private 
hands. It is obvious, therefore, that examples of Caxton’s type 7 
are of the greatest interest and rarity, and that in offering for sale 
these two Indulgences we have brought to light one of the most 


interesting discoveries relative to English bibliography which has 


been made of recent years. The four opening words of the In- 
dulgence are printed in Caxton’s type 8, so that, in outward 
appearance, the Indulgence might have been a production of Cax- 
ton’s press. Below the Indulgence are two woodcuts, that on the 
left being apparently a woodcut copy of the seal of the hospital of ° 
St. James of Compostella, it shows St. James in pilgrim’s garb ; 
on the right is a xylographic reproduction of the notarial signature 
of Alfonsus de Losa, who has added to it with his own hand; 
between the two woodcuts are traces of a seal in red wax. The 
Indulgence is in remarkably fine condition.

waggons to move from Windsor to London ; The Etiquette of the 
Queen’s Bedchamber ; The Drinking Habits of the 18th century ; 
etc. All these passages are omitted from the printed lectures, 
and many of them are illustrated by entertaining anecdotes of the 
manners and customs of the period, of which the following may 
be quoted : 


I knew a Scotch judge, a famous bon-vivant, who was forced to drink 
water for two months, and being asked what was the effect of the regimen, 
owned that he saw the world really as it was for the first time for twenty 
years, etc. 

Mr. Ball Hughes—called the golden Ball... . was a beautiful dresser : 
His colours were quiet: chiefly black and white—and he was the only man 
we ever saw who could carry off a white waistcoat in a morning. He was 
the introducer of the large black fronted cravate which helped to set off 
this otherwise difficult attire. No man it has been said is a hero to his 
valet de chambre, but the illustrious Ball was an exception to this rule, 
for we heard his valet publicly declare at a table d’hote in a Continental 
town that he was the handsomest man in the place except his master. 


Of the autograph notes 2 pp. are about manners and events of 
the latter half of the 14th century, no doubt taken for the novel 
which Thackeray, as he told Motley, intended to write on the 
reign of Henry V, introducing ancestors of all his imaginary fami- 
lies ; they include stories of the three Chaplets of Ribemont, the 
execution of Sir Emeric of Pavia, carriages and horses, vociferant 
clergy, the first considerable coinage of gold in England, etc.

They are written in a 
somewhat caustic style, and contain a sarcastic account of a dinner 
given to the narrator by some Jews at Rotterdam, strictures on 
the unsociability and immorality of the travelling Englishman, 
and a description of a Dutch dancing-hall, which Thackeray 
found dreary as well as vicious. The fragment concludes with a 
paragraph in praise of a pair of ugly lovers: 

.... there is nothing in fancying two handsome people in love with each 
other. But aman with a face like a guinea-pig, and a little dumpy yellow 
snub-nosed creature with moist little corkscrew ringlets and crumpled rib- 
bons in her bonnet: such a homely little pair evidently in love with each 


other, and being happy in the midst of the smoke which the male emits 
from his tobacco—is surely a pretty spectacle.

As I was going about making sketches, the people would look on very 
good-humouredly, without offering the least interruption; nay, two or 
three were quite ready to stand still for such a humble portrait as my 
pencil could make of them: and the sketch done, it was passed from one 
person to another, each making his comments, and signifying a very polite 
approval. 


We may add that the journey to Cairo was made in the autumn 
of 1844, and the account of it published in 1846; in the latter 
year Thackeray went to live at 13, Young Street, where he 
remained till 1853.

The volume is accompanied by a description of its contents written 
by Lady Ritchie, from which we take the following: “ Mr. Fitz- 
Gerald put this scrap-book together in 1864, a year after my father’s 
death. He gave it to me soon afterwards, and I have had it ever 
since ..... It will be seen that the sketches are chiefly taken out 
of letters from my father to his friend, who has described and an- 
notated some of the various drawings and items. Mr. FitzGerald 
was scrupulous far beyond the present standard as to the reticence 
due to ourselves and to others. He cut away and destroyed page 
after page, but he left enough to show whata happy, merry friend- 
ship was that of the two young men to begin with, and when trial 
and great sorrow came for my father, old Fitz’s generous-hearted 
sympathy never failed. The little drawings of Sir Roger de 
Coverley from the Spectator [twelve fine and carefully coloured 
drawings| belong to that time, when they were ordered and paid 
for by this friend to give my father help and some distraction from 
present troubles. If I attempt to act as show-woman it is only 
to record one or two traditions of which I have no records to quote 
from, only impressions to remember. I have always heard that it 
was Wordsworth who was relating his Paris adventures to Mr. 
Barbauld in the drawing labelled ‘Telemachus recounting his ad- 
ventures to Calypso.’ Henry, who is mentioned as a companion 
on more than one occasion, was Harry Kemble, Charles Kemble’s 
son. Ihave heard my father speak of him as almost the hand- 
somest man he had ever seen in his life. They must have visited 
music halls together, vide the delightful, doleful trio, and the two 
records of plays such as that scene between the Queen and Hamlet 
which has been reproduced, and the glorious cavalry charges com- 
manded by Mr. Ducrow in person, & then other sketches from a 
sober reality which came to nothing more, whereas the droll 
fancies and imaginings live still on and on. For instance there is 
a design dated from ‘Mr. Taprell’s office, 1, Hare Court, Temple, 
Saturday, 1831.’ ‘Here am I,’ he says, ‘on a high stool in a 
special pleader’s office,’.... and this drawing is about all the result 
of those legal studies from which so much was expected. One 
page is a FitzGerald page. -It shows E.F.G. in a celebrated blue 
coat which was much admired by his friends at the time. Thenin 
a Weimar Court suit. Then in after life surrounded by a large 
and aggressive family. Page 18 describes an imaginary journey to 
be taken the following year by the friends. “Fancy going to Spain,

black-eyed Donfias (observe the ~), mules and robbers cigars... 
the grand climax is a design thus described: ‘The mules quietly

The 
end of the volume contains the story of Flore et Zephyr |lacking 
the wrapper, all margins cut off |. 

“The portrait of myfather in the beginning is acopy from Maclise, 
and probably belongs to the series in the strangers’ room at the 
Garrick Club. ANNE RitcHig, Chelsea, 1913.” 

A few notes may be added on some of the drawings not men- 
tioned by Lady Ritchie. A pen-and-ink drawing of “ Titania and 
Bottom” is accompanied by a fragment of a letter which begins 
‘T have been reading Midsummer Night’s Dream, God bless it” ; 
six small drawings of boys (including Walter Scott when a little 
boy) are described as “Selections from a Boys’ School”; a long 
fragment of a letter describes Thackeray’s electioneering on behalf 
of their friend Charles Bullerin 1830 ; another fragment, 3 pp. 4to, 
states that Thackeray had applied “to the Morning Chronicle for 
a correspondentship at Constantinople,” speaks of Alfred de Vigny’s 
Chatterton, the plot of which “seems very rich,” and contains 
drawings of some of the characters in the play ; yet another frag- 
ment of a letter includes translations of German poems: “The 
King on the Tower” and “To a very old oman”; a large water- 
colour drawing of “ Arabian Nights,” after Bonington, is described 
as ‘‘a very bad copy of a bad copy... « Thevoriginal is I think the 
finest water-colour drawing I ever saw in the world”; several 
drawings illustrate Old English poems or-songs, according to quo- 
tations added by FitzGerald ; in another fragment of a letter is a 
description of a visit to a Butlers’ Club: “There was only one 
Butler, but he was very rich” ; another contains a charade attri- 
buted to a lady of fifteen called Amelia Jane.

A HITHERTO ENTIRELY UNKNOWN PRODUCTION oF THE ENGLISH 
PRESS DURING THE FIFTEENTH CENTURY. As such alone it would 
have been of great interest and importance, but its chief typo- 
graphical interest is due to the fact that it is printed, with the 
exception of the four first words, entirely in Caxton’s type 7, the 
rarest of all fifteenth century English types, only previously known 
to have been used in two issues of an Ind ulgence printed by Caxton 
in 1489 and for some of the side-notes in Wynkyn de Worde’s 
edition of Bonaventura’s ‘‘ Speculum Vitae Christi.” Mr. Gordon 
Duff, in his “Early English Printing,” remarks that “in 1494 De 
Worde returned to Caxton’s types and printed two large books, 
the first in which he put his name, Hylton’s ‘Scala Perfectionis’ 
and Bonaventura’s ‘Speculum Vitae Christi,’ both printed in Caxton’s 
type 8, now used for the first time to print a complete book. The 
former book, of which a good many copies are known, calls for no 
special comment, but the latter is of peculiar interest, being the 
only one in which Caxton’s type 7 was used; of this book only one 
copy is known, now in a private library” (p. 7, see also pp. 4 
and 38). It has not hitherto been known that this type was used 
after 1494. Of the Caxton Indulgences of 1489 only five copies 
and a few fragments are known. All the five copies of this In- 
dulgence are in public libraries; two copies only of the “Speculum 
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Vitae Christi” of 1494 are known, according to Mr. Gordon Duff 
(“Westminster and London Printers,” p. 26), one in Lord Leicester's 
library at Holkham, and an imperfect one in the John Rylands’ 
library. It appears therefore, that up to the discovery of the present 
Indulgence only one specimen of Caxton’s type 7 existed in private 
hands. It is obvious, therefore, that examples of Caxton’s type 7 
are of the greatest interest and rarity, and that in offering for sale 
these two Indulgences we have brought to light one of the most 
interesting discoveries relative to English bibliography which has 
been made of recent years. The four opening words of the In- 
dulgence are printed in Caxton’s type 8, so that, in outward 
appearance, the Indulgence might have been a production of Cax- 
ton’s press. Below the Indulgence are two woodcuts, that on the 
left being apparently a woodcut copy of the seal of the hospital of 
St James of Compostella, it shows St. James in pilgrim’s garb ; 
on the right is a xylographic reproduction of the notarial signature 
of Alfonsus de Losa, who has added to it with his own hand; 
between the two woodcuts are traces of a seal in red wax. ‘The 
Indulgence is in remarkably fine condition.

I knew a Scotch judge, a famous bon-vivant, who was forced to drink 
water for two months, and being asked what was the effect of the regimen, 
owned that he saw the world really as it was for the first time for twenty 
years, etc. 

Mr. Ball Hughes—called the golden Ball... . was a beautiful dresser : 
His colours were quiet : chiefly black and white—and he was the only man 
we ever saw who could carry off a white waistcoat in a morning. He was 
the introducer of the large black fronted cravate which helped to set off 
this otherwise difficult attire. No man it has been said is a hero to his 
valet de chambre, but the illustrious Ball was an exception to this rule, 
for we heard his valet publicly declare ata table d’hote in a Continental 
town that he was the handsomest man in the place except his master. 


Of the autograph notes 2 pp. are about manners and events of 
the latter half of the 14th century, no doubt taken for the novel 
which Thackeray, as he told Motley, intended to write on the 
reign of Henry V, introducing ancestors of all his imaginary fami- 
lies; they include stories of the three Chaplets of Ribemont, the 
execution of Sir Emeric of Pavia, carriages and horses, vociferant 
clergy, the first considerable coinage of gold in England, ete.

The volume is accompanied by a description of its contents written 
by Lady Ritchie, from which we take the following: ‘“ Mr. Fitz- 
Gerald put this scrap-book together in 1864, a year after my father’s 
death. He gave it to me soon afterwards, and I have had it ever 
einceres b. It will be seen that the sketches are chiefly taken out 
of letters from my father to his friend, who has described and an- 
notated some of the various drawings and items. Mr. FitzGerald 
was scrupulous far beyond the present standard as to the reticence 
due to ourselves and to others. He cut away and destroyed page 
after page, but he left enough to show whata happy, merry friend- 
ship was that of the two young men to begin with, and when trial 
and great sorrow came for my father, old Fitz’s generous-hearted 
sympathy never failed. The little drawings of Sir Roger de 
Coverley from the Spectator [twelve fine and carefully coloured 
drawings] belong to that time, when they were ordered and paid 
for by this friend to give my father help and some distraction from 
present troubles. If I attempt to act as show-woman it is only 
to record one or two traditions of which I have no records to quote 
from, only impressions to remember. I have always heard that it 
was Wordsworth who was relating his Paris adventures to Mr. 
Barbauld in the drawing labelled ‘Telemachus recounting his ad- 
ventures to Calypso.’ Henry, who is mentioned as a companion 
on more than one occasion, was Harry Kemble, Charles Kemble’s 
son. I have heard my father speak of him as almost the hand- 
somest man he had ever seen in his life. They must have visited 
music halls together, vzde the delightful, doleful trio, and the two 
records of plays such as that scene between the Queen and Hamlet 
which has been reproduced, and the glorious cavalry charges com- 
manded by Mr. Ducrow in person, & then other sketches from a 
sober reality which came to nothing more, whereas the droll 
fancies and imaginings live still on and on. For instance there is 
a design dated from ‘Mr. Taprell’s office, 1, Hare Court, Temple, 
Saturday, 1831.’ ‘Here am I,’ he says, ‘on a high stool in a 
special pleader’s office,’.. .. and this drawing is about all the result 
of those legal studies from which so much was expected. One 
page is a FitzGerald page. It shows E.F.G. in a celebrated blue 
coat which was much admired by his friends at the time. Thenin 
a Weimar Court suit.

A few notes may be added on some of the drawings not men- 
tioned by Lady Ritchie. A pen-and-ink drawing of “ Titania and 
Bottom.” is accompanied by a fragment of a letter which begins 
“T have been reading Midsummer Night’s Dream, God bless it ” ; 
six small drawings of boys (including Walter Scott when a little 
boy) are described as “Selections from a Boys’ School”; a long 
fragment of a letter describes Thackeray's electioneering on behalf 
of their friend Charles Buller in 1830 ; another fragment, 3 pp. 4to, 
states that Thackeray had applied “to the Morning Chronicle for 
a correspondentship at Constantinople,” speaks of Alfred de Vigny’s 
Chatterton, the plot of which “seems very rich,” and contains 
drawings of some of the characters in the play ; yet another frag- 
ment of a letter includes translations of German poems: “The 
King on the Tower” and “To a very old ’oman”; a large water- 
colour drawing of “ Arabian Nights,” after Bonington, is described 
as ‘a very bad copy of a bad copy... The original is I think the 
fnest water-colour drawing I ever saw in the world”; several 
drawings illustrate Old English poems or songs, according to quo- 
tations added by FitzGerald ; in another fragment of a letter is a 
description of a visit to a Butlers’ Club: “There was only one 
Butler, but he was very rich” ; another contains a charade attri- 
buted to a lady of fifteen called Amelia Jane.
